Spring  Trip 

The  Washington  trip  was  undertaken  by  thirty-three  juniors, 
several  seniors  for  a  few  days  each,  and  by  the  Principal  and  five 
of  the  Faculty.  At  the  School  luncheon  at  the  Hotel  Gordon, 
on  May  28,  there  were  fifty-three  at  table,  including  Director 
and  Mrs.  Anderson,  and  the  public  librarian  of  Washington,  Mr. 
George  F.  Bowerman. 

Miss  Van  Valkenburgh  presented  a  paper  on  “Recent  best 
sellers"  at  one  of  the  general  sessions,  and  Miss  Plummer  spoke 
before  the  Section  on  Professional  training  on  “The  fate  averted 
from  libraries  by  library  school  entrance  examinations."  Copies 
of  Miss  Newberry’s  thesis  on  “The  rural  school  library"  were 
distributed  at  the  School-library  session  and  formed  a  part  of  the 
High  School  library  exhibit  at  the  Public  Library. 

The  Library  of  Congress,  those  of  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Public  Library  and  the 
Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  documents,  were  the  scheduled 
visits.  In  addition  there  was  much  sight-seeing,  and  some  small 
house-parties  were  formed  for  the  week-end.  Several  of  the 
Faculty  joined  one  of  these  parties  for  a  day  in  Virginia,  visiting 
the  State  University  and  Monticello,  the  home  of  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son.  School  work  was  resumed  June  1. 


Social  Affairs 

The  School  gave  a  party  for  the  Faculty  on  May  15th, 
which  took  the  form  of  a  May  party  and  brought  out  the 
largest  attendance  yet  recorded  at  any  school  function.  Mr. 
Gamble,  as  a  Maypole,  with  a  group  of  the  younger  students  danc¬ 
ing  around  him,  again  proved  his  versatility.  Miss  Overton,  of 
the  library,  was  also  a  guest.  Senior  students  came  in  from  Far 
Rockaway,  Bloomfield,  East  Orange  and  White  Plains. 
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The  new  Public  Library  building  of  New  Rochelle,  of  which 
Miss  Brainerd  (junior,  1913)  is  librarian,  had  its  formal  opening 
on  May  9  and  10.  Nearly  all  the  Faculty  accepted  the  invitation 
to  view  the  building  and  to  take  supper  with  the  president  of  the 
junior  class  at  her  home  in  New  Rochelle. 

The  annual  School  dinner  took  place  the  evening  of  June  11, 
at  The  Craftsman  rooms,  6  East  39  Street.  The  guests  were  Mr. 
William  Warner  Bishop,  the  Commencement  speaker,  Mr.  W.  W. 
Appleton  of  the  School  Advisory  Committee,  and  Director  and 
Mrs.  Anderson.  There  were  86  present.  After  the  dinner  and  the 
singing  of  school  songs  the  annual  business  meeting  was  held,  at 
which  the  following  were  elected  officers  of  the  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  ensuing  year:  Marie  A.  Newberry  (1913)  President 
(re-elected);  May  V.  Crenshaw  (jun.  1914),  vice-president;  For¬ 
rest  B.  Spaulding  (1914),  Secretary-treasurer. 

Publications  and  Exhibits 

A  circular  of  the  School  has  been  printed  in  German,  for  use 
at  the  Leipzig  exhibit.  The  translation  was  made  by  Mr.  Ave- 
Lallemant  of  the  junior  class,  with  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Moth 
in  the  rendering  of  technical  terms  not  yet  in  the  dictionaries. 

Copies  of  Miss  Newberry’s  thesis,  and  one  on  cards  of  Miss 
Baldwin’s  bibliography,  “References  on  modern  foreign  authors 
and  their  works,’’  were  sent  to  Leipzig  also,  to  represent  the  work 
of  senior  students.  Several  hundred  copies  of  the  thesis  will  be 
sent  to  the  meeting  of  the  National  Education  Association,  in 
July,  at  St.  Paul.

Commencement 

Commencement  exercises  were  held  at  eleven  a.  m.  on  Friday, 
June  12,  in  room  213,  Hon.  George  L.  Rives,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  presiding.  Mr.  William  Warner  Bishop,  of  the 
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Library  of  Congress,  spoke  on  “The  Backs  of  Books,”  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  made  a  statement  concerning  the  work  of  the  past  year,  the 
President  of  the  Board  bestowed  diplomas  upon  twenty-three 
senior  students,  and  the  Director  of  the  Library  certificates  upon 
thirty-seven  juniors. 

The  hours  just  preceding  were  occupied  with  the  taking  of 
class-pictures  on  the  terrace  of  the  Library,  before  the  Bryant 
monument.  The  class  of  1914  left  a  very  charming  souvenir  of 
itself  to  the  School  in  the  form  of  a  silver  cake-basket  of  beautiful 
design,  to  be  used  at  the  School  teas. 

1914/15 

Thirty-nine  candidates  for  admission  were  examined  at  the 
School  on  June  9,  and  twenty-nine  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 
Two  or  three  candidates  of  exceptional  qualifications  were 
accepted  on  their  college  records.  Twenty-four  states,  Canada,  and 
China  are  represented  amongst  those  who  took  the  examination. 
Colleges  and  universities  represented  by  graduates  were :  Boone 
College,  Wu-chang,  China;  Cornell  University;  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity;  Judson  College  (Ala.);  Leland  Stanford,  Junior  University; 
Penn  College,  Iowa;  Smith  College;  Wellesley  College;  and  the 
Universities  of  Kansas,  Michigan,  and  Minnesota. 

Announcements 

The  School  has  been  authorized  to  announce  the  offer  of  a 
special  course  in  Municipal  reference  work,  to  begin  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  summer  vacations.  It  will  be  open  to  quali¬ 
fied  graduates  of  library  schools,  and  to  librarians  of  experience. 
The  latter,  unless  the  case  is  exceptional,  will  be  asked  to  pass  a 
written  test.  An  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  Robert  A. 
Campbell,  Municipal  reference  librarian,  Adelaide  R.  Hasse,  chief 
of  the  Division  of  documents,  Dr.  C.  C.  Williamson,  chief  of  the 
Division  of  economics,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Gamble,  chief  of  the  Division 
of  technology,  will  aid  the  School  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the 
course.  A  circular  announcing  and  outlining  the  course  will  soon 
be  issued. 
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
